ITY ARRIVES AT LAST. 
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New York Wears of Great Commercial and | 
Industrial 


Activity inthe West and South. 
Better Times in the City Itself. The 
Disgrace of the Anti- Convict- 
Labor Law. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN] 
New York, Jul x 28, 1897. 

Information sent to THz Towns 
MAN afew weeks ago concerning the 
steady revival of business and iudus- 
trialinterests both in and out of this 
city finds increasing vindication as 
time goes on. Calamity howlers in the 
press and elsewhere continue their 
wuilings, but facts and figures are rap- 
idly rising to discount such utterances. 
Considering the proverbial dulness of 
the midsummer season the present out 
look is doubly encouraging. 

Reporta telling of increasing pros- 
perity are constantly coming in to the 
press of this city. A Consensus of 
such reports as have arrived during 
the past week, presents the brightest 
general outlook seen in several years, 
In Kentucky leaf tobacco has advanced 
from 100 to 300 per cent since April 
last. The wheat crop is double that of 
last year and of the finest quality ever 
known. Potatoes which sold from 40 
to 60 cents per barrel last year, are now 
selling for $1.80 per barrel. Ship- 
ments of staples from Louisville are 75 
per cent larger than last year’s, The 
new tariff bill brings a great blessing 
to the Louisiana sugar planters. Or- 
ders for sugar harvesting machinery, 
aggregating $5,000,000 which awaited 
the passage of the bill, are now beiug 
placed. The new tariff bill is reported 
to be worth $16,000,000 to the sugar 
plantations. The rice crop will be 
benefitted $4,000,000 by the bill. A 
report from. Vicksburg says that the 
people of Mississippi are in better con- 
dition than ever in their lives. The 
farmers are out from under their mort- 
gages as a general thing, and while 
their one crop, cotton, does not bring 
as much cash as it formerly did, they 
have made it a rule to produce an abun- 
dance of hog aad hominy, and hence 
have not needed as much money as 
heretofore. During the past year Mis- 
sissippi has made rapid strides in the 
way of internal improvements, and 
nearly every town of 5,000 inhabitants 
has either built or is building electric 
light and water works, and handsome 
schoolhouses and residences. Rail- 
roads have nearly all they can do. 

In Alabama the outlook is bright, the 
coal and iron trade of the Birmingham 
district being rapidly on the increase. 
In a few days three of the largest fur- 
naces which have long been idle, will 
be running full blast. A report from 
South Carolina says that “‘it is difficult 
to recall a midsummer season when 
actual business was so brisk and feeling 
so bright as now. The cotton mills 
are making the greatest show, but 
smaller and varied industries are re- 
ceiving attention. Failures this sum- 
mer have been extremely rare.“ 

Western reports are more encourag- 
ing than those from the South. Immense 
crops in Washington: have decreased 
the farmers debts 25 per cent. The 
wheat harvest will aggregate 18,000, 
000 bushels, meaning a gain of $10, 
000,000 to the farmers. Most of the 
farm mortgages in Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Idaho have been paid off al- 
ready. In North Dakota there are few 
applicants for farm loans compared 
with former years. Hundreds of farm 
mortgages have been paid off, the re- 
cent advance in wool having been 
worth hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to these States. In Montana the 
copper, gold, and coal mines are work- 
ing to their utmost limit and mortgage 
indebtedness is being steadily de- 
creased. Colorado has paid off $2,000, 
000 of debts since January Ist and 
bankers report more money than they 
have use for. On July Ist, the First 
National Bank of Denver reported $10, 
000,000 in deposits, the largest figure 
ever reached in the bank’s history. 
Bank deposits in Nebraska have in- 
creased $1,008,628.96 during the past 
six months, while bank resources dur- 
ing the same period have increased

A great disgrace to the State and an 
awful outrage upon human beings are 
the results of the anti-convict-labor 
law which passed the Legislature at 
Albany in 1804. The enormity and 
horror of the system inaugurated by 


.| this legislative enactment are beyond 


adequate description. Oonviets in 
prisons all over the state are becoming 
raviug maniacs because of enforced 
idleness. The strongest constitutions 
can not long withstand the torture of 
sitting day after day in idleness, and 
the mind is invariably the first part of 
the body that succumbs. Keepers are 
powerless to offer any help in response 
to the pathetic prayers for something, 
anything to do. 

The most terrible effects of the law 
are manifest in the King’s County 
Penitentiary. Every few days, prison- 
ers who entered the institution, stal- 
wart of body and sound of mind, are 
taken away hollow-cheeked and raving 
over the most horrible conceptions of 
the lunatic. They are taken to the 
Matteawan State Asylum for Insane 
Criminals. Five such have been taken 
away during the past few days, 
and four others who have recently 
gone mad are still held in the peniten- 
tiary pending orders from Washington. 

The King’s County Penitentiary is 
one of the best appointed in the State, 
and everything is afforded for the 
health of its inmates except work 
which the State denies them. The 
average number of prisoners is about 
750. About 200 of these have been 
put at work for the past month or so 
upon the grounds of the institution, 
but this work has necessarily only been 
of a transient character and now the 
keepers can devise nothing more for 
even a portion of their prisoners to 
work upon. It is therefore expected 
that unless the Legislature takes some 
immediate step toward the provision of 
some kind of work, scores more of con- 
victs will become raving maniacs. 

All of the convicts who have gone 
mad entered the prison mentally sound. 
Notone of them had a trace of heredi- 
tary insanity. All have gone mad 
since the new law went into effect. 
The first effects of the enforced idle- 
ness are to make the prisoners morose 
and despondent. Then one by one the 
cords of reason snap. ‘Sometimes, as 
in the case of George Loomis sen- 
tenced in Brooklyn, February 1896, for 
manufacturing burglar’s tools, the men 
realize that their mind is about to go 
Loomis grew melancholy as did the 
others who went insane. His keeper 
did all he could to cheer him up. The 
poor fellow replied bitterly: Cheer 
up! Ah, that’s easy for you to say with 
plenty of work todo. Give me some- 
thing to occupy my mind, save my own 
miserable thoughts and I'll take a 
brace. Cheer up! Oh! yes, I'Ir cheer 
up. Man, if you don’t give me some- 
thing to do soon, I'Il cheer up with the 
howls of a maniac. I'm going mad. I 
know it, and all you or I can do is to 
watch my reason slip away. That's 
a thought to cheer a man, isn't it“! 
Gradually Loomis’ memory failed and 
then one day he said to the warden: 
„My past is all blotted out,” and fol- 
lowed with a rambling incoherent out- 
burst, his reason completely gone. 

Prior to the passage of the present 
anti-convict-labor law, the prisons of 
this state turned out huge quantities 
of manufactured articles which serious- 
ly interfered with legitimate trade. 
The Legislature took the trade work 
away from the convicts, but substituted 
no work for them to do. It has been 
suggested that the convicts be allowed 
to construct good roads in place of the 
present ones which are notoriously bad 
over nearly the whole of eastern New 
York.

OUR FIRST VOLUNTEERS.

The Canadian governor and his chief 
Jesuit adviser, then in headquarters 
at Norridgewock, about 30 miles north 
of Augusta, saw that we were crowd- 
ing up towards New France and get- 
ting away the trade so he stirred up 
raids constantly. Massachusetts sent 
an expedition to burn that poor old 
mission chapel and we killed the priest 
at Old Point. Then a perfect ant’s 
nest was stirred up, and it began to be 
very unsafe to get turpentine up in 
Duustable woods. One forest raid 
took Blanchard and Cross to Canada 
and the neighbors undertook to follow 
after the war party, and only Josia 
Farwell, an old hunter, returned to 
tell how he crawled off into the bushes 
just in time, but lost his coat, gun and 
money, which the colony made up to 
him and 5 £ more, because “he thinks 
we killed some.” Eight citizens from 
Dunstable, Woburn and other towns 
were buried under the four rude grave 
stones in the old Littles’ Station ceme- 
tery just north of the line. ‘This man 
with seven more that lies in this grave 
was slew all in a day by Indians.“ The 
colony offered bounty for scalps and 
our young English sportsmen were 
willing to hunt them for 2 shillings six 
pence a day and 100£ for each male 
scalp, a pound valued at $1.36 present 
reckoning.

by means of a submerged horizontal 
plane or disk, which is anchored to the 
gea bottom by powerful and efficient 
moorings, chains, bridles, etc., due 
provision being made for the rise and 
fall of tides. This plate is placed at 
such a depth below the surface of the 
water that it is entirely unaffected by 
the action of the waves, 

The motor itself consists of two parts. 
First, a cylindrical tube or hydrometer 
at right angles to and firmly secured to 
the upper surface of the plate alluded 
to, and rising a few feet above the 
surface of the water, and, second, 
a cylindrical or other shaped buoy 
which floats on the waves around the 
tube, and which has attached to it 
a pump barrel, which in its turn works 
around the tube immediately below the 
buoy. The motion of the barrel is there- 


firmly tied in place, taking care to draw 
it down evenly and firmly and to cover 
all the wounds with the tying materi- 
al, but not to draw the string over the 
bud itself. After the bud is tied the 
bands shoald be watched, so that when 
the growth of the stock becomes 80 
great that the bands are too tight for it 
(which is generally in about a week) 
they should be loosened, and when the 
bud is well united the band should be 
cut off altogether. The buds will gener- 
ally unite in about two weeks, but 
sometimes they will require a longer 
time, and it is often desirable to leave 
the ties on for some little time after 
this period, It is a bad practice to neg- 
lect the bands and allow them to severe- 
ly cut the stock. . 

The inserted buds should not start at 
all until the next spring.

foundation of prizes in Mathematics, to 
rank with the Dove prizes in Latin.

The prizes given annually in Phillips

faculty desires a system of Prizes in 
Physics, French, German, Chemistry, 
History, and prizes in the earlier courses 
in the Acudemy in both departments. 
It is a good way to help the Academy by 
stimulating high scholarships, and a 
good way to help individual boys. The 
distinction and the prizes are both 
valuable. 


A Partial Eclipse of the Sun. 


A partial eclipse of the sun took place 
yesterday forenoon, but the storm clouds 
prevented the observance of the phenome- 
non in this vicinity. The eclipse began at 
8.50 a. m. and ended at 11.15 a. m. It 
was of course due to the fact that the 
moon in the course of its monthly revo- 
lution came between the earth and the 
sun, so that its shadow was projected on 
the earth, 

It is a common fact that although the 
sun’s diameter is four hundred times as 
large as the moon’s, their disks as 
viewed from the earth appear to be of 
the same size, 

If the moon is near to the earth its 
disk is large enough to cover the sun, 
and a total eclipse results at those places 
along the track of the umbrai or inner 
shadow. If, on the other hand, as was 
the case in the present eclipse, the moon 
happens to be further away from the 
earth than its average distance, its face 
appears smaller than that of the sun, and 
a partial eclipse takes place, one sided 
in regions off the central line of shadow 
and ring-shaped or annular in places on 
the central line. 

The next total eclipse of the sun will 
take place Jan. 21, 1898, the path of to- 
tality extending across Central Africa 
and India. -It will not be visible here. 
The next eclipse of the sun visible in the 
United States, will occur May 27, 1900, 
and will be total. Py

The Summer Sloyd School. 
A Sloyd School is an established fact 
in Andover, but it seems to be still an 
estion in the minds of some people 
whether the room in the Guild House, 
where the classes meet is a school room 


or @ carpenter's shop. This is not strange 


for the boys use regular carpenter's 
tools, work in wood; and make useful 
articles; but the aim is not to make 
carpenters uf. the boys, or to have them 
make useful articles, but to train the 


eye, the hand; the eye to see what is to 


be done, the band to do with precision 
what the eye sees should be done.~ - 

A olaim for Sloyd is that its aim is 
“the harmonious development of the 
pupil during the formative age.” Again: 
“Sloyd is not the outgrowth of a single 
mind, or of experiments at one time or 
place, but the result of the work of wise 
investigators and practical teachers in 
many countries, Sloyd aims primarily, 
by its appeal to many activities, to make 
the boy, and not the wooden model.” 

The system has been tested in Boston 
for more than ten years, and is a regular 
part of the grammar school course there, 
The models have been carefully adapted 
to the needs of American children. 
Many towns and cities have adopted the 
system, one lesson of two hours being 
given each week through the last three 
years of the grammar school course. 

Besides the use of tools the pupil is 
taught how to make and use. drawings 
of bis models, so that he is led to see 
that drawing is a convenient and forcible 
means of thought expression; and in this 
way the drawing taught in the public 
schools takes on new meaning and be- 
conies of practical value. 

Tho models to be made the first year 
are simple, but it is required that they 
be made, accurately, The first two 
models are made with the knife, but 
while whittling is a Yankee instinct, 
whittling to a line is a process very dif- 
ferent from, and much more difficult 
than merely whittling a stick and mak- 
ing nothing but chips. And because of 
this required accuracy and exactness of 
measurement the child’s mind is trained 
and disciplined through the’ training of 
his eye and band. 

Sloyd, like the Ling system of gym- 
nastics, is an importation from Sweden. 
The word means skillful,. and expresses, 
the idea of planning and executing. It 
may be of interest, and will give a gen- 
eral idea of the object of Sloyd to note 
something of its origin. For this pur- 
pose an article published several years 
ago in the magazine Education will be 
drawn upon. 

A century or more the peasantry 
of Sweden 1 hike all their own wooden 
utensils for home use, the skill required 
being handed down, like the Norse leg- 
ends, from one generation to the next. 
From some cause this began to be neg 
lected; later, quick communication wi 
other nations made it easy to get ready. 

@ home and farm implements; the 
peasant would not give his long winter 
evenings to that useful work, and the 
children were not taught the deft use of 
the knife. A marked physical decadence 
began to be noticed, acd when the health 
of the people had unaccountably de- 
clined, when the moral and mental char- 
acteristics were becoming enfeebled, the 
wise thinkers of the country saw a con- 
nection between these facts and another, 
—‘that in all Sweden, the skilful man, 
the man deft of touch and quick of hand, 
was rarely to be found.“ 

In 1872, statistics showed that. in five 
only of the twenty-four provinces of 
Sweden could the farmers make all their 
wooden utensils,—a striking contrast to 
the time a century earlier, when every 
mau, woman and child could be counted 
upon to belp in the making of articles of 
household use. 

About the same time began all over 
Europe, that modern revival of learning, 
that educational spirit, which taught 
that children learn by “doing.” Why 
not revive the old Sloyd ?”’ said the wise 
men of Sweden, who saw the need of 
better citizenship. Boys of all classes 
demanded a training morally and intel- 
lectually stimulating. Booksalone failed 
to provide this, for without adequate 
physical exertion it was impossible to 
restore that balance of mind and bod 


* 
from which purity of thought and life is 


derived. 


The outgrowth of all this was the ar-“ 


rangement of a series of exercises with 
wood- working tools, which should pro- 
duce not only useful. articles, but, more 
skilful, sounder, better men for Sweden. 
America has the same great need to- 
day, and our wise educators, proffting by 
the experience of Sweden, are bringing 
to our schools this same system, mod- 
ified and adapted to the different re- 
quirements of our school life. 

„Hence a Sloyd School in Andover un- 
der the management of the Guild. 
Classes are in session each morning ex- 
cept Saturday from nine to eleven, and 
Friday afternoon from two to four. Vis- 
itors will be welcome at any time, and 
the Normal Sloyd system and its models 
will be explained to those interested.

win’s Methods. 

Tuesday morning Marshal Bailey re- 
ceived a reply from Civil Service Exam- 
iner Henry Sherwin in regard toa matter 
which the marshal had communicated 
with him about, 

That there was any difference of opin- 
ion between the two officials was an- 
nounced exclusively in the TELNTORAM.

He com- 
plied at once but immediately informed 
Commissioner Sherwin that he thought 
it only fair for him to remove a certain 
regular police officer of Lawrence who 
had served on the force illegally for 
eleven years, despite the knowledge of 
the commissioner that the officer had no 
right to take the civil service examina- 
tion when he did. 

In his reply Mr. Sherwin asserts the 
case in question was properly looked 
into at the time and that tlie au- 
thorities did their duty regarding it. 

Marshal Bailey declares that he does 
not consider the answer a sufficient one 
and says that he shall so state in his re- 
ply to the commissioner. The marshal 
further says that he intends to lay the 
matter 8 the attorney general, as 
he is convinced that if the law in the 
matter is to be enforced at all, it ought 
to be enforced to its full extent.

At midnight Saturday night, City
